7. Reconstruction work on the airfield on the south= 
western edge of Yeisk started the Summer of 1945, 
Barracks were being built and dabris removed. A 

pilot school was to be established there upon

8 A seaplane base was being established on each of 
the improvised airfields, one about 15 km south- 
west and the other 15 km south of Kukharivka 
{38°10'#/16°38°N), The airfields were to be 
{mproved:.. in later years. The airfield per- 
sonnel were quartered in cantonment buildings. 
There were no runways. Hoth fields were occupied 
by about 150 modern fighters.
